At  about  1?iOO  noon  on  November  22,  1963*  I was  at  ay  boas  at  709  Julia 
bans,  Garland,  Torse,  watching  talari  si on.  X aa«  a special  nava  bulletin  that 
the  "resident  of  the  "ni tad  States  bad  loan  shot  during  a Motorcade  in  Dallas. 

T was  on  vacation  fror  vorv  on  this  day;  however,  X got  ready  to  cane  back  to 
work.  T received  a telephone  call  from  It.  '..'alls  to  cone  to  work.  Khan  I 
got  to  work.  Tapt.  Frits  bed  L«c  Harvey  -canid  and  other  people  in  hie  office. 

My  partner.  J.  P.  Adancik,  was  out  witb  other  detectives.  so  T stayed 
around  the  office  to  halo  transport  Oswald  through  the  hallway  to  the  elevator, 
and  to  anawar  the  telephones.  I aat  in  Capt.  Frits'  r,  office  with  Detectives 
R.  M.  81ns  and  M.  3.  Hell  with  lee  Harvey  Oswald  for  about  an  hour  duriuj  the 
evening  of  November  22.  While  we  were  in  the  office  with  Oswald,  we  talked  to 
bin  about  his  life  in  Russia.  Ha  talked  freely  about  the  living  and  working 
conditions  In  Russia,  but  would  net  talk  about  hit  family.  T left  the  office 
for  home  between  It 30  AH  and  2(00  JR,  November  23,  1963. 

1 came  to  work  at  about  3»0O  M,  November  23,  1963.  At  about  5*00  PM  I 
took  an  affidavit  of  Fact  from  James  Richard  Worrell,  Jr.,  w/m/20,  13510 
Wlnterhaven,  CH  7-2378,  a student  at  Thomas  Jefferson  High  School.  James 
Worrell  stated  to  me  that  at  the  time  of  the  footing  of  President  J.  F. 

Kennedy,  he  was  watching  the  motorcade  from  the  corner  of  81m  and  Houston  Streets. 
Ha  said  ha  was  standing  under  the  window  where  the  shots  wars  fired  from  and 
that  ha  waa  looking  at  the  rifle  barrel  when  the  second  shot  was  fired.  James 
Worrell  said  he  get  scared  and  ran  down  Houston  Street  to  Pacific  Street . When 
be  stepped  for  breath,  ha  stated  ha  waa  on  the  North  tide  of  the  Texas  School 
Book  Depository  Building  and  ha  saw  a man  run  out  of  the  building  in  a southerly 
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direction.  He  said  when  he  got  hone  and  saw  pictures  of  Lee  Harvey  Oswald 
in  the  newspapers  and  on  television,  he  recognised  his  as  the  man  he  saw 

run  from  the  build!  ng. 

I stayed  in  the  office  answering  the  telephone  until  I left  for 
home  at  about  liOO  AM,  Noveafcer  ?h , 1963.
